Judge Refuses Mistrial 
In North Dakota Case 

BISMARCK, N.D., March 28 
(UPI) — A Federal judge re- 
fused today to declare a mis- 
trial for four defendants in a 

S3-million insurance fraud 
case because of publicity 
about a fifth defendant's claim 
that he knows who killed 
President Kennedy. 

The fifth defendant, David 
Kroman, 43, was granted a 
mistrial Monday and ordered 
to a hospital for a . mental 
examination after he told the 
court he had been threatened 
because he had conducted an 
investigation of the presi- 
dential assassination and was 
carrying documents that “tend 
to prove and in some cases do 
prove that (Lee Harvey) Os- 
wald did not assassinate Presi- 
dent Kennedy and that other, 
persons did.” 
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
